The chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, Sen. Fulbright, and of the 
Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, Sen.

Rule of Thumb 


Sen. Russell, whose opinions are 
influential in Senate consideration 
of military issues, spoke plainly. 
He had, he said, a simple rule of 
thumb. 


“You can’t help people who 
won't help themselves, he said. 
“The Laotians have no pride of 
country. They are not interested 
in fighting. They. will take. off 
right in the middle of a battle to 
attend a temple celebration of 
some kind. 


“My rule of thumb is this,”’ Mr. 
Russell said. ‘‘Whenever a man 
is ready to fight and die for his 
own integrity, I am willing to try 
to help him. When he is not, I 
am not.” 


Sen. Russell said also that “‘per- 
haps we should never have gone 
into Southeast Asia at all.”’ He is 
not sure in his own mind that 
Thailand and Viet Nam are ready 
to fight for their integrity. 


“We (the United States) went 
into Laos as an uninvited guest,” 
Sen. Russell said. ‘‘I am not sure 
we should have done so.” 


These are straws in the policy 
winds. 


The late Secretary of State Dul- 
les never imagined we would be 
confronted with a decision about 
military intervention in Laos or 
Thailand. He held the firm con- 
viction that if the United States, 
as the world’s major power, an- 
nounced its position, this would 
be enough to prevent any Com- 
munist aggression in the areas 
covered by our treaties. He lived 
to see aggression take the form 
of faceless guerrilla action secret- 
ly supplied by Communists, but 
operating in a seemingly inde- 
pendent manner. 


Khrushchev’s Hand 


Mr. Khrushchev knows this. 
These are cards in his hand. He 
will hold this hand whether the 
President meets with him or not. 
Whatever his failings, he is not 
a stupid man. He is, apparently, 
well ahead of a good many Ameri- 
cans in his knowledge that the 
Kennedy administration must, if 
it can, create a new foreign pol- 
icy. There is every reason why 
the two men should meet. This is 
not to say anything will come of 
it. But no situation can be wors- 
ened because of it. 


There is, finally, just one pre- 
destined alternative to this busi- 
ness of the cold war.

President Kennedy leaves tonight for 
Paris and a crucial series of conferences 
with President de Gaulle, Premier Khru- 
shchey and Prime Minister Macmillan. 
With him go the best wishes and prayers 
of all Americans. 

After three days of talks with De 
Gaulle, the President will arrive in Vi- 


enna Saturday for what very well may be. 


a critical meeting with Khrushchev.. It 
comes at a time when the Soviet leader 
obviously feels he has the United States 
off balance. And while both Washington 
and Moscow deny there will be any for- 
mal negotiations, this meeting between 
the world’s two most powerful men will 
shape the future course of such negotia- 
tions. 

The President reportedly has two 
fundamental objectives in. talking to 
Khrushchev. He will warn him against 
miscalculation of U.S. determination to 
resist Soviet aggression and will discuss 
with him the consequences.-of failure in 
nuclear test negotiations and Soviet in- 
sistence on the veto in’ all international 
dealings. a 
. Optimists hope that.the groundwork 
can be laid for negotiating an end to 
deadlocks which threaten war. The al- 
ternative is a continuation of the stale- 
mate and heightened tensions. 

In visiting De Gaulle and Macmillan, 
President Kennedy will be trying to 
strengthen the ties between the North 
Atlantic Community. With all our differ- 
ences, the common interests of this alli- 
ance far outweigh them. The struggle to 
maintain freedom rests in its strength and 
unity of purpose. 

After a number of serious jolts in for- 
eign policy in a few short months, the 
Kennedy administration is undergoing its 
own “agonizing reappraisal.” From it 
must come a new direction and determi- 
nation to do what must be done by this 
nation to lead the forces of freedom.

Georgia and Texas Votes: 
A Lesson for the GOP 


Texas politics are an anomaly. Few 
hard and fast rules can be drawn from 
an election there. 

Bearing that qualification in. mind, 
it is still interesting to note that much of 
Republican Sen.-elect Tower’s strength 
came from the big cities, where the GOP 
has been active and growing for about a 
decade. 


Dallas, the home county of his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Sen. Blakley, went for 
Tower. Nixon carried that county in 
1960 and Eisenhower in 1956. -Tower’s 
home county of Wichita, much smaller 
in population, voted for Blakley. It voted 
for Kennedy in 1960 and Stevenson in 
1956. 

Last year Nixon carried four of the

seven Georgia counties with over 100,- 
000 population. In the remaining three 
he polled 49, 41 and 39 per cent of the 
vote. 

Georgia’s politics are as singular as 
Texas’. But one thing appears obvious 
from a comparison of the two. The Re- 
publican Party is going to develop in 
the South in direct proportion to the 
growth of. the cities—and to the growth 
of the image of the GOP as a party that 
intends to serve the interests of the people 
who live in. those Cities.

To Federal Aid Ironic 


The fate of federal aid to education 
now .rests with the House of Representa- 
tives. Much of the debate in the Senate 
will be heard again in the House with 
chances of passage somewhat less. But 
the need for federal aid is as acute as 
ever. 

The Senate version weakened the 
original proposal in broadening the bill 
to apply to local costs of school operation 
instead of limiting it to construction and 
teachers’ salaries. It enables local com- 
munities to use the funds for such pur- 
poses as transportation, custodial serv- 
ices, teaching materials and school bond 
retirement. The House should remedy 
this. 

It is still an irony that so many South- 
erners oppose the bill even after repeated 
assurances that it does not mean federal 
control of the schools. It reached its ulti- 
mate in the speech by Sen. Eastland, D- 
Miss., in which he declared that Missis- 
sippi would not accept the aid if made 
available. In most categories his state’s 
schools rank at the bottom of the heap. 
Teacher salaries, for instance, are the low- 
est of any state. Perhaps they will now 
have a say. 

The House should go along with the 
Senate in giving a better opportunity to 
the nation’s children and teachers. It 
should delete that part of the bill which 
would tend to dissipate the funds on func- 
tions which should remain state and local.

Now Let’s Get Going 
With Rest: of the Job 


For several reasons the appointment 
of Robert Maifeld and Jesse Scarbrough 
as administrators at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital should lead to improve- 
ments at the institution. 

Some of the key medical personnel can 
be relieved of administrative duties and 
.therefore be in position to spend more 
time treating patients. 

It is a step toward the ultimate goal of 
dividing the sprawling hospital of 12,000 
beds into 2,000-bed independent units. 
This is in keeping with national recom- 
mendations by the U.S. Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Committee on Planning for Mental 
Heajth Facilities. 

The committee, as have State Hospital 
Superintendent Irville MacKinnon and 
other experts in the field of mental health, 
advocates wider use of out-patient and 
emergency services through hospital 
clinics or centers, increased use of gen- 
eral hospitals for treatment of psychiatric 
patients, and discourages expansion of 
large mental hospitals. 

But as long as mammoth institutions 
must be continued because of the invest- 
ment they represent, everything possible 
should be done to alter administration 
functions so that maximum emphasis can 
be placed on treatment and care of pa- 
tients. 

While progress is being made in that 
direction in Georgia, many of the plans 
for improvement are still on the drawing 
boards. There should be full speed ahead 
in dividing the State Hospital into 2,000 
bed units and in establishing the promised 
mental health center in Atlanta.

Riding to a Fall 


WASHINGTON—The ‘‘Freedom Riders’’ who 
had gone into the South ostensibly to offer law- 
ful challenge to racial segregation are losing 


any claim to moral credit. They are wearing out their welcome even 


with a basically sympathetic Kennedy administration. 


They are 


riding, among other destinations, to a fall. 


Already, the more responsible 
men, Negro and white, in the 
civil rights movement are becom- 
ing alarmed and embarrassed by 
these phony crusaders. 


It is becoming obvious to the 
fair-minded of both races, even in 
the North, that the real purpose 
of these people is not thoughful 
protest but rather baiting provo- 
cation; not am advance for the 
Negro race but rather personal 
publicity. 

Attorney General Robert Ken- 
nedy’s firm and_ cool-headed 
handling of the Alabama episodes 
has fully established a personal 
maturity of judgment which many 
had questioned that, at 35, he 
could possess. 

By sending civilian federal 
marshals into Alabama — and 
mostly marghals of Southern back- 
ground at that—to vindicate law 
and order, he took a course not 
only right but also wise. He avoid- 
ed the merest suggestion of fed- 
eral troops and federal bayonets 
and all that. And in the process 
he supported not the “Freedom 
Riders’’ as such, but rather the 
undoubted rights of every Ameri- 
can to be free of hoodlum vio 
lence. 

The distinction is immense, and 
of the highest importance. But 
the leaders of the ‘Freedom 
Riders,’’ headed by the Rev. Mar- 
tin Luther King, have made an 
error characteristic of all ex- 


tremists by refusing to grasp that 
distinction. Thus when the at- 
torney general, after doing his 
duty at the cost of immediately 
angering much of the South, now 
turns and asks the “Freedom 
Riders’? themselves to show some 


restraint, their answer is, of 
course, ‘‘no.”’ 
The Rev. King and all who 


stand with him are making a mis- 
take if they suppose they can 
push the attorney general ‘or his 
brother, the President) too far 
in this business. The admunistra- 
tion is undoubtedly, and rightly, 
prepared to maintain civil peace 
and order. It is not by a long 
shot prepared, however, to make 
the federal government a docile 
stooge and protector of an un- 
checked extremist—not even for 
the Rev. Martin Luther King. 


The same thing is true of Con- 
gress. Even the ultra-liberals 
(with such inevitable exceptions 
as the tireless wavers of the 
bloody shirt, Sens. Jacob Javits 
of New York and Pau! Douglas 
of Illinois) are becoming a bit 
fed up now. 

To demand racial rights through 
orderly and constitutional speech 
and demonstration is one thing.

ments, already know. 


Tennessee has become known in the angling 
clan as “the jigger state’’—not because of its 
brand or size of refreshments, but from the fact 
| that most Volunteer anglers have forsaken many 
other types of bait for the leaded lure with the 
hair or feathered tail. Not only do the standard 
manufacturers find their production lines working 
overtime to fill the orders, but many Waltonites 
I know have bought a pound of lead, robbed the 
back yard rooster of his tail plumage, and set up 
their own jig molds at home. 


Not until I fished Center Hill Lake with Bill 
Clay, who owns a large sporting goods store in Nashville, did I 
realize that jigs came in so many styles and that each style had 
to be fished with different action to get the best results. I thought 
the only way to fish any jig was to let it hit the bottom, and then 
bounce it back over rocks and roots until you teased a big bass, 
channel cat, crappie or some other underwater critter into clob- 
bering it.

The assortment of jigs Bill showed me range from the lead 
head with a hook that you stick through the head of a worm or 
pork rind eel, to the one with long, feathery plumage. This one is 
supposed to stand on its head on the bottom and wave back and 
forth like the tail of a minnow when it digs something out of the 
mud, 


Then there’s one made with a flair of hairs plucked from the 
rear of a buck. This short buck-tail has an action of its own. 
Usually it must be fished very slowly—so slowly in fact, that the 
mass of hairs sticking out of its tail ““‘breathes’’ by expanding and 
closing with each movement of the jig. This “‘breathing” is said 
to make it resemble some small creature moving leisurely along 
the bottom, looking for food or a place to hide. 


The long streamer on a polar bear hair jig is built for an action 
entirely different from the breathing buck-tail. It is made to re- 
semble an underwater amphibian like a salamander, or to look 
like an eel or leech. This type of lure is crawled along the bottom. 
The lead head stirs up mud and the cloud rising off the bottom, as 
well as the scratching sounds made by contact with rocks, snags 
or gravel, are said to attract a fish even farther away than it 
can see the bait. A slow crawl is the best action, with an occasion- 
al fast movement, as though the lure had seen one of its predators 
and was trying to get away. 


—Fresh Water Fish Are Choosy About Bait 


The jig dressed in short, bright nylon is a killer in briny 
waters, but not too successful in fresh lakes and streams. In the 
sea and its estuaries, the sheen of light the nylon throws out, will 
many time bring schooling fish on the double. The up-and-down 
motion resembles many creatures of the sea, most common of 
which perhaps is the shrimp. In the ocean, competition for food is 
keen and a properly worked bait in the right place will almost 
always get a strike. 


Fresh water fish must be teased a little more, some opinions 
to the contrary notwithstanding. They are perhaps a little more 
choice in their selection of food, which may be due to the larger 
percentage of fishermen for the amount of water. But it is gen- 
erally for the fresh water species that you must put on that extra 
special display. The jig is one of the baits that'll help you do it.

Maemillan 
Urges Unity 
In Europe

LONDON—Prime Minister Har- 
old Macmillan stressed Monday 
the need for maximum unity in 
Europe ‘‘and beyond.”’ 

He said he believed this was 


the goal Europe should seek and 
that it was “within our grasp.” 


The Prime Minister was speak- 
ing at the opening of the three- 
day annual meeting of the as- 
sembly of the Western European 
Union. The assembly consists of 
parliamentarians from the seven 
members of the WEU—Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. 

ONLY BRITAIN OUT 


All but Britain also are mem- 
bers of the European Economic 
Community, or common market. 


If the parliamentarians expected 
any definite statement from Mac- 
millan on whether Britain would 
join the common market, they 
were disappointed. 


He made it clear early in his 
speech that it was essentially one 
of welcome and that he did not 
intend to attempt “‘any very real 
pronouncement” about the possi- 
bilities of further progress toward 
European unity. 

THINGS GOING WELL 

“Things are going along well 
at the moment and nothing that 
I could say /here today would 
make them go any faster,” he 
declared. 


This was a reference to the bi- 
lateral talks Britain has been 
having with members of the, com- 
mon market in an effort to find 
a formula for membership or 
close association with it. 


Heinrich von Brentano, West 
Germany's foreign minister and 
chairman of the WEU council, 
said his government was ready to 
responded to a British initiative. 


ALL FIELDS STRESSED 


He said the union of the six 
member states of common 


market was not an end “but the 
beginning of a European coopera- 
tion based on a firm contractual

John J. Rooney, D-N.Y., whose 
reports are usually accepted by 
the full appropriations panel, 
questioned the advisability 
spending so much money putting 
American shows on foreign stages. 
A special point was made of an 
item of $950,000 dedicated to pre- 
senting abroad the play, “Skin of 
Our Teeth,” and other preduc- 
tions. 


The committee balked here. It 
added: ‘‘The committee seriously 
questions the advisability of 
spending $950,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money for the presentation in 
English of the play, ‘Skin of Our 
Teeth’, and two other plays in 
various European and Latin Amer- 
ican cities with individual salaries 
running as high as $2,500 per week 
in one instance.”’ 


Nothing more was said on this 
angle. It was recalled, however, 
that previously taken testimony 
in executive session had developed 
that actress Helen Hayes had re- 
ceived a salary of $2,500 a week, 
with an argument that she could 
have been making $5,000 a week 
if she had stayed at home.
